LANDED IN JA. 


The GentryJiHave Their Pictures

He says that he does not 
deserve any sympathy, and is not 
seeking any. The only thing that puz- 
zles him is how he came to put his 
name to the checks, when, if he had 
thought a second, he would have 
known that the whole thing was a 
swindle. Ile says he thought the 
young man was highly respectable, 
und that Rose, from his appearance, 
was a president of a bank. He will 
stay and prosecute the case. 

The District Attorney was busy all 
during the afternoon in drawing up the 
complaints against the men. There 
are four counts, grand larceny, obtain- 
ing money under false pretenses, con- 
ring to defraud and 

hese counts cover every possib 
phase of the offense, and the officers 
will be in hard luck if they cannot 
secure a conviction, or at least have 
the men held in good and gufficient 
bonds to appear before the Superior 
Court. In previous cases the bail has 
been set so low that the rascals had no 
trouble in giving it, and when once on 
the outside they generally get the 
victim squared, after which-they could 
snap their fingers at the officers. 

There is no doubt but whatthe bunco 
gang are throughly stirred up over the 
arrest of these men, and all day yester- 
day they — chasing about over the 
city, and trying to find out just where 
they stood under the new police ad- 
ministration.

Alexandro Sabine is still in the | e 


County Jail. His counsel, Mr. Ander- 
son, made an earnest and long plea for 


him yesterday afternoon before Judge | "2! 


Ross, but it was of no avail. 


The Court very briefly but pungently 
said, in ruling, that the prisoner should 
stay his year out in the jail; that he 
believed still as he believed when he 
sentenced him, that the United States 
Court had the right and the power to 
punish anyone who attempted to bribe 

witness almost within its presence. 

He added that he would continue to 
believe it until the United States Su- 
preme Court ruled otherwise.
